A Chest  Clinic  is  maintained  in  Barry  by  the  University  of 
Wales  (Cardiff)  Hospital  Management  Committee  and  attendances 
during  the  Year  were  as  follows: —

In  addition,  2,230  selected  patients  were  X-rayed  at  the  Amy 
Evans  Hospital  by  direct  referral  by  general  practitioners.  This 
service  has  proved  most  useful  in  that  any  chest  or  lung  abnormality 
(including  suspected  tuberculosis)  discovered  at  the  examinations 
is  referred  directly  to  the  Chest  Clinic. 


MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SERVICE 

During  the  Year,  X-ray  examination  was  undertaken  for  1,235 
individuals  in  selected  groups.  Referral  to  a Chest  Physician  was 
only  necessary  in  two  cases. 

B.C.G.  VACCINATION 

During  the  Year,  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  undertook 
B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  1,503  mantoux-negative  children. 
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(b)  OTHER  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 

94  cases  were  notified  during  the  Year,  compared  with  619  in 
1969.

IMMUNISATION 

The  Immunisation  programme  was  undertaken  by  Medical 
Officers  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  (Glamorgan  County 
Council)  and  General  Practitioners  in  the  Barry  Area. 
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The  following  details  of  Immunisation  during  the  Year  have 
been  kindly  supplied  by  the  S.E.  Divisional  Health  Office  of  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council.

Vaccinations  in  the  Area  are  undertaken  by  the  General  Prac- 
titioners and  the  Glamorgan  County  Council. 

During  the  period  under  review  the  following  vaccinations  of 
children  under  16  years  of  age  were  undertaken  in  Barry.

Laboratory  Service 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service,  The  Parade,  Cardiff  (now  at  Uni- 
versity Hospital  of  Wales). 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  50  (Burial  of  the  Dead) 

During  the  Year,  the  Department  was  called  upon,  in  two 
instances,  to  take  action  under  this  Section. 

Old  People’s  Welfare 

By  the  end  of  1970,  the  Corporation  had  increased  the  number 
of  dwellings  specifically  designed  for  Old  Age  Pensioners  to  340, 
but  far  more  units  of  this  type  are  needed  in  the  Area. 

During  the  Year,  17  men  and  27  women  from  the  Barry  area 
were  admitted  to  Homes  for  the  Aged  under  the  control  of  the 
Social  Services  Department  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council. 
The  Director  of  Social  Services  (Mr.  I.  R.  Jenkins)  has  also 
indicated  that,  in  all,  some  127  Barry  residents  (50  men  and  77 
women)  are  so  accommodated. 
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The  Glamorgan  County  Council  has  accommodation  within  the 
Barry  boundary  for  68  persons. 

At  the  end  of  the  Year,  5 men  and  23  women  from  the  Barry 
Area  were  awaiting  admission  to  Homes  for  the  Aged. 

During  the  Year,  Day  Hospital  accommodation  for  the  elderly 
continued  to  be  provided  by  the  Cardiff  Hospital  Management 
Committee  at  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Penarth  and  at  Neale-Kent 
Hospital,  Barry. 

Some  85  individuals  from  Barry  benefit  from  this  provision. 

During  the  Year  the  Barry  Corporation  continued  their  long- 
standing practice  of  making  financial  grants  on  a membership 
basis  to  Old  Age  Pensioner  Organisations  in  the  Area. 

During  1970,  the  Barry  Corporation,  through  the  W.R.V.S., 
provided  a Meals  on  Wheels  Service  on  10,238  occasions  to  house- 
bound old  people. 

v 

The  Darby  and  Joan  Luncheon  Club  at  the  Dinam  Hall  served 
4,759  meals  to  elderly  people.  The  Luncheon  Club  is  open  for 
four  days  during  the  week. 

The  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  continued  to  co-ordinate 
the  volunatry  and  statutory  services  for  the  elderly  and  the  Street 
Good  Neighbour  Scheme,  instituted  some  years  ago,  has  still 
continued. 


During  National  Old  People’s  Week,  428  housebound  senior 
citizens  were  visited  and  presented  with  gifts  by  the  Mayor  and 
representatives  of  the  Committee,  whilst  those  able  to  get  about 
were  provided  by  the  Council,  through  its  Entertainments  Com- 
mittee, with  a week  of  concerts  and  whist  drives  at  the  Barry 
Memorial  Hall.  The  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  assisted  in 
this  project  by  providing  transport  to  return  those  attending  to 
their  own  homes. 


Abbeyfield  (Barry)  Society 

In  addition  to  the  H.  H.  Howell  House”  which  was  instituted 
by  the  Abbeyfield  (Barry)  Society  in  1967,  the  Society  opened  a 
second  House  during  1970  at  St.  Nicholas  Road  to  accommodate 
seven  residents  and  a housekeeper. 
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Chiropody  Service 

This  Service  is  provided  by  the  Glamorgan  County  Council. 

At  the  end  of  1970  there  were  1,082  patients  on  the  Register 
and,  during  the  Year,  1,787  treatments  were  given  at  the  Clinics 
and  867  treatments  in  the  patients’  own  homes. 

Holiday  Schemes 

Holiday  relief  schemes  are  provided  when  possible  by  both  the 
Hospital  and  Welfare  Services.  These  are  supplemented  in  Barry 
by  Holiday  and  Convalescent  Schemes  provided  by  the  Barry 
Nursing  and  Samaritan  Association. 

National  Blood  Transfusion  Service 

Six  donation  sessions  for  the  General  Public  of  Barry  and 
District  were  held  during  1970,  the  calling  of  donors  being 
arranged  by  the  Public  Health  Department.  670  donations  were 
received  at  these  sessions,  this  figure  including  38  new  donors. 

In  addition,  9 sessions  were  arranged  by  the  National  Blood 
Transfusion  Service  for  special  groups  in  the  Area,  resulting  in 
a further  659  donations  (including  113  new  donors). 

The  many  blood  donors  of  Barry  are  to  be  congratulated  upon 
the  sustained  support  given  to  this  most  important  Service. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA 


Water 

All  Barry  houses  are  provided  with  water  direct  from  the  public 
mains. 

The  public  water  supply  to  this  Area  is  maintained  by  Cardiff 
Corporation  and  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  in  quantity. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  supply  to  the  Barry  Area  contains 
less  than  0-2  parts  per  million  of  fluoride  whilst  the  recommended 
level  for  prevention  of  dental  caries  is  one  part  per  million. 

During  the  Year,  1 chemical  and  47  bacteriological  samples 
were  taken.  4 bacteriological  samples  proved  unsatisfactory  and 
follow-up  samples  were  taken  in  these  instances.

Rivers  and  Streams 

There  are  no  rivers  or  streams  of  any  size  in  the  area. 


Swimming  Pool 

The  swimming  pool,  which  is  \\  million  gallons  in  size,  is  of 
the  open-air  type  with  a turnover  period  of  12  hours. 

Bieakpoint  chlorination  gives  a completely  satisfactory  water 
with  a minimum  residual  over  breakpoint  of  one  part  per  million 
in  the  heaviest  bathing  loads  (which  are  often  in  excess  of  5 000 
admissions  to  the  Pool  daily). 


Regular  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  are  undertaken 
from  the  shallow  and  deep  ends  of  the  Pool  with  uniformly 
satisfactory  results. 
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In  addition,  swimming  pools  are  provided  at  the  Glamorgan 
College  of  Education  and  at  Butlin’s  Holiday  Camp.  Regular 
sampling  was  undertaken  of  these  Pools.  All  samples  at  the 
Glamorgan  College  of  Education  were  satisfactory.  Results  from 
the  two  Pools  at  Butlin’s  were  normally  satisfactory  but,  at  one 
period  of  the  Year,  unsatisfactory  samples  were  obtained.  The 
matter  was  investigated  and  rapidly  rectified. 

A children's  paddling  pool  is  maintained  by  the  Corporation 
in  the  East  end  of  the  Town.  Samples  were  normally  satisfactory 
but  one  unsatisfactory  result  was  reported.  This  was  investigated 
and  the  matter  remedied  immediately. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  disposal  of  sewage  is  to  the  sea  by  means  of  two  foreshore 
low-water  outfalls,  one  (partially  treated)  serving  the  Eastern  area 
together  with  parts  of  the  adjoining  Cardiff  Rural  District,  and 
the  other  (untreated)  the  Western  area  of  the  Borough. 

Sewage  disposal  for  Sully  Hospital  is  also  to  the  sea,  untreated, 
by  way  of  a separate  outfall  which  discharges  at  the  low  water 
mark  and  at  a point  located  a short  distance  outside  the  boundary 
of  this  Area. 

Consultants  are  investigating  the  main  sewerage  system  of  the 
Town,  including  the  construction  of  new  long  sea  outfalls. 

One  small  treatment  works  at  the  western  end  of  the  Town 
serves  about  35  houses.  Apart  from  a few  farmsteads  and  out- 
lying houses,  all  other  premises  are  connected  with  the  public 
sewer. 

Factories  Act,  1961 

166  inspections  were  made  to  the  151*  factories,  etc.,  on  the 
Register.  *This  figure  includes  42  factories  situated  on  the  dock- 
side. 

Details  of  the  defects  found/remedied  are  set  out  in  Table  2 
(see  Appendix  page  36). 

Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  area. 

Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  2 seamen’s  lodging  houses  in  the  district,  registered 
to  accommodate  35  seamen.  The  houses  are  well  kept  and  regu- 
lated, and  are  subject  to  constant  supervision. 
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Caravan  Sites 

There  are  two  sites  in  the  Borough  in  respect  of  which  licences 
have  been  issued  for  the  stationing  of  caravans. 

One  site  has  a seasonal  licence  (20th  March  - 30th  September 
annually)  and  houses  30  caravans  to  be  occupied  only  during  the 
stated  period. 

The  other  site  is  licensed  to  station  caravans  throughout  the 
year — the  permitted  number  being  23.  During  1969,  this  site  was 
acquired  by  the  Corporation  and  its  management  undertaken 
with  the  ultimate  intention  of  using  it  for  other  purposes. 


HOUSING 
Slum  Clearance 

The  programme  of  work  commenced  and  firstly  reported  upon 
in  1968  has  continued  using  the  powers  contained  in  Part  III  of 
the  Housing  Act,  1957  (Clearance  and  Re-development). 

Re-housing  of  the  families  occupying  dwellings  situated  within 
the  three  Clearance  Areas  confirmed  by  the  Minister  in  1969  was 
completed  during  the  year  and  it  is  anticipated  that  site  clearance 
will  now  commence  at  an  early  date. 

During  1970,  a further  eleven  clearance  areas  were  represented 
to  the  Council  and  Orders  were  made.  These  were  incorporated 
with  added  lands  into  seven  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  and 
submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  confirmation.  The  Orders 
were  numbered  consecutively  Nos.  1 - 7. 

The  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  Nos.  2 and  3 were  duly 
confirmed  without  a public  enquiry  being  held. 

The  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  Nos.  1 and  4 were  subject 
to  objections  and  a joint  Public  Enquiry  was  held  into  the  Orders 
in  March  and  Notices  of  their  confirmation  as  submitted  were 
received  from  the  Secretary  of  State  some  six  months  later. 

The  remaining  three  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  made  by  the 
Council  in  October  1970  were  submitted  to  the  Minister  for  con- 
firmation and  at  year  end,  notification  was  received  that  a Joint 
Public  Enquiry  into  the  three  Orders  would  be  held  early  in  1971.

The  seven  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  made  during  the  year 
involved  a total  of  168  families  occupying  106  houses  and,  in  all, 
the  Local  Authority  made  the  Statutory  Undertaking  to  re-house 
a total  of  453  pesrons. 

Apart  from  Slum  Clearance  work,  during  the  year,  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  16  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  one  house  was 
closed  and  one  house  was  demolished,  the  occupier  having  been 
re-housed  by  the  Council.

The  control  of  mice  became  very  much  more  difficult  during 
1970.  Numerous  calls  for  assistance  were  received  from  house- 
holders and  occupiers  of  business  premises  who  had  failed  to  rid 
their  premises  using  ‘Warfarin’  bait  purchased  from  local  shops 
and  using  the  preparation  as  directed  on  the  container. 


This  Authority’s  pest  officer  is  now  relying  almost  entirely  upon 
Alpha-Chlorelose  for  mouse  control,  results  obtained  being  quite 
satisfactory  provided  the  temperature  factor  which  affects  the 
successful  use  of  this  rodenticide,  is  favourable. 


Destruction  of  rats  in  sewers  was  carried  out  twice  during  the 
Year  by  the  Borough  Engineer’s  Department,  types  of  poison  and 
bait  being  in  accordance  with  Ministry  recommendation. 


Public  Cleansing 

The  system  of  collection  of  refuse  was  investigated  during  the 
Year,  and  towards  the  end  of  the  Year,  a once  weekly  kerbside 
collection  of  household  refuse,  using  plastic  sacks  as  bin  liners, 
was  instituted.  The  sacks  are  loaded  into  a compression  type 
collection  vehicle  and  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 


Though  the  operation  of  the  system  is  continuously  under 
review  and  some  day-to-day  problems  have  arisen,  it  is,  from  a 
public  health  point  of  view,  an  improvement  on  previous  methods 
of  collection. 
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However,  the  increasing  volume  of  refuse  is  causing  concern 
to  the  Authority  and  is  creating  problems  in  the  provision  of 
tipping  sites  and  proper  control. 


In  addition,  during  the  Year,  the  Council  commenced  collection 
of  salvage,  separately  from  refuse,  in  part  of  the  Town.

Generally  it  has  been  found  in  this  District  that  incoming 
occupiers  of  premises  have  been  unaware  of  their  obligations  to 
register  under  the  Act  when  they  employ  staff,  but  regular  visits 
of  inspection  together  with  intimate  local  knowledge  of  the 
Borough  has  enabled  all  premises  which  come  within  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  to  be  registered. 

The  inspections  of  registered  premises  have  been  absorbed  into 
the  routine  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  practically 
every  premises  on  the  Register  has  been  inspected  at  least  once 
during  the  Year,  whilst  the  frequency  of  inspection  has  been 
dependant  upon  the  overall  standard  of  compliance  being  main- 
tained at  each  particular  establishment. 

Contraventions  of  the  Act  are  in  the  main  found  to  be  centred 
around  the  following: — 

(a)  the  content  of  first-aid  boxes  not  being  maintained  to  the 
full  standard; 

(b)  the  Abstract  of  the  Act  being  mislaid; 
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(c)  the  state  of  cleanliness  of  walls  and  ceilings  becoming 
unsatisfactory  in  work  rooms  and  in  compartments  con- 
taining washing  facilities  and  water  closets. 

In  every  case,  it  has  been  found  that  compliance  with  the  Act 
and  its  associated  Regulations  has  been  obtained  by  means  of 
discussions  with  the  occupiers  and/or  by  the  service  of  suitably 
worded  intimation  notices.  Also,  when  and  where  necessary,  such 
follow-up  action  as  required  has  been  carried  out  to  ensure  that 
contraventions  are  satisfactorily  dealt  with  by  those  in  default. 

With  regard  to  proposals  for  new  premises  and  the  alteration 
of  existing  buildings,  it  is  the  practice  to  examine  all  plans  sub- 
mitted to  the  local  authority  for  Building  Regulation  or  Planning 
Approval,  in  the  light  of  the  requirements  of  ‘O.S.R.A.’. 

It  has  been  found  in  practice  that  architects  and  developers 
have  readily  accepted  any  advice  proffered  and  in  this  way  many 
potential  structural  contraventions  of  the  Act  have  been  satis- 
factorily resolved  at  the  planning  stage  to  the  benefit  of  all 
concerned. 

The  Measurement  of  Air  Pollution 

The  operation  of  the  apparatus  for  the  volumetric  measurement 
of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  set  up  in  1969  continued  throughout 
the  year,  again  in  close  collaboration  with  the  Warren  Spring 
Laboratory  of  the  Department  of  Trade  and  Industry. 

The  results  obtained  confirmed,  as  reported  last  year,  that  the 
Barry  area  has  a low  level  of  air  pollution  when  comparison  is 
made  with  the  levels  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  recorded 
throughout  the  British  Isles. 

During  the  year,  a complaint  was  received  from  a householder 
residing  on  the  western  extremity  of  the  built-up  area  of  the  town 
complaining  about  dust  deposits  that  had  occurred  on  window 
ledges  and  upon  his  motor  car. 

A sample  of  the  deposit  was  collected  and  submitted  to  the 
Council  s Public  Analyst  who  identified  the  deposit  as  cement  dust. 

Following  upon  receipt  of  the  Analyst’s  Report,  the  District 
Alkali  Inspector  was  contacted  and  he  confirmed  that  the  dust 
complaint  arose  at  a time  when  a breakdown  had  occurred  in 
the  gas  cleansing  installation  at  a cement  works  located  in  the 
adjoining  rural  area  and  usually  to  windward  of  the  complainant’s 
residence,  the  prevailing  wind  being  the  Westerly. 
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Smoke  Abatement 

The  incidents  reported  last  year  involving  emission  of  dark 
smoke  from  a dockside  car  breaker’s  premises  contrary  to  Section 
1 of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1968,  was  subject  of  proceedings  at  the 
local  Magistrates  Court. 


A successful  prosecution  was  undertaken  against  the  Company 
in  respect  of  three  separate  emissions  of  dark  smoke,  the  magi- 
strates imposing  a fine  of  £5  for  each  offence. 


Minor  emissions  of  dark  smoke  were  observed  at  two  other 
industrial  sites  during  the  year  and  warning  letters  to  the  firms 
controlling  the  yards  from  which  dark  smoke  was  seen  to  come 
resulted  in  no  further  emissions  coming  to  notice. 


Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960 

Only  two  complaints  of  noise  nuisance  were  received  during  the 
year  and  these  were  quickly  abated  after  investigation  and  informal 
action.

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Arrangements  have  been  made  by  this  Authority  for  the  con- 
veyance of  all  cases  or  suspected  cases  of  smallpox  to  be  undertaken 
only  by  personnel  of  the  Ambulance  Control  Station,  Hawthorn, 
Pontypridd,  who  have  volunteered  to  do  this  work. 

In  instances  where  the  smallpox  consultant  for  the  area  has 
advised  removal  of  a case,  application  for  transport  would  be 
made  to  the  Pontypridd  Control  for  action. 

Precautions  will  be  taken  to  ensure  that  the  drivers  likely  to  be 
engaged  on  these<  duties  are  regularly  vaccinated  and  that  vac- 
cination will  be  offered  to  all  members  of  their  families.  Whilst 
engaged  on  these  duties,  the  personnel  will  wear  suitable  protective 
clothing  which  will  be  stored  at  the  Ambulance  Control  Station. 

During  the  emergency,  ambulance  vehicles  will  be  selected  for 
the  conveyance  of  smallpox  cases  and  will  be  reserved  entirely 
for  this  work.

Vessels  arriving  from  plague  infected  ports  or  from  areas 
believed  to  be  infected  would  be  inspected  on  arrival  by  the  Port 
Medical  Officer.  Such  vessels  would  be  thoroughly  searched  for 
rat  evidence.  Any  rats  found  would  be  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination. 


SECTION  XII— Measures  against  rodents  in  ships  from  foreign 

ports. 

(1)  Procedure  for  inspection  of  ships  for  rats. 

Vessels  are  inspected  by  a Public  Health  Inspector  as  soon  as 
possible  after  docking.  The  Deratting  or  Deratting  Exemption 
Certificate  is  examined  and  an  overall  inspection  for  rat  traces 
made  of  the  ship.  When  such  traces  are  found,  the  measures  as 
set  out  in  the  Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations  are  undertaken. 
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(2)  Arrangements  for  the  bacteriological  or  pathological  examin- 
ation of  rodents,  with  special  reference  to  rodent  plague, 
including  the  number  of  rodents  sent  for  examination  during 
the  year. 

These  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Lab- 
oratory Service,  The  Parade,  Cardiff. 

No  specimens  were  submitted  during  the  Year. 

(3)  Arrangements  in  the  district  for  deratting  ships,  the  method 
used,  and,  if  done  by  a commercial  contractor,  the  name  of 
the  contractor. 

Fumigation  of  vessels  in  the  district  is  undertaken  by  commercial 
contractors.  Notification  is  received  from  the  contractors  as  to 
the  date  and  time  when  the  fumigation  will  take  place;  a Public 
Health  Inspector  attends  the  fumigation  and  ensures  strict  com- 
pliance with  the  Regulations. 

No  fumigations  were  undertaken  during  the  Year. 

(4)  Progress  in  the  rat-proofing  of  ships. 

Modern  vessels  are  designed  to  provide  an  almost  complete 
measure  of  rat-proofing  and  there  is  steady  improvement  in  the 
older  vessels.
